age rests neither with the property 
owners nor with the City’s engineer 
but is a question of fact for some 
propert Court of jurisdiction. 

3. The clear intent of the 1911 Im- 
provement Act, as interpreted by the 
California Courts, is that all Protests 
under such proceedings shall be freely 
and liberally construed and that all 
concerned shall have a fair and reas- 
onable period of time and a fair and 
reasonable amount of facts available 
to them prior to the date of hearing of 
any probable protests. This is not 
only good law but it is good common 
sense. And in this regard this As- 
sociation believes that the time so al- 
lowed was wholly inadequate to per- 
mit those interested of properly in- 
forming themselves of the facts, and 
that insufficient facts, if any, were 
available prior to Protest hearing date. 


4. As proof of, and as resulting 
from, the situation set forth above, 
this Association has received a large 
number of additional Protests, which 
additional Protests will be filed with 
your body in due course, from affect- 
ed owners who were only vaguely in- 
formed as to Resolution No. 29-1, or, in 
many instances, were entirely unaware 
of such Resolution. 

5 Our Association has obtained the 
services of the best possible engineer- 
ing and legal talent, at considerable 
expense and effort, for the purpose of 
fully informing itself of the situation, 
and as your honorable body has full 
authority, per se, to give full weight 
to any and all Protests, however filed, 
during the progress of Protest Hear- 
ings, or Adjournments thereof, we be- 
lieve that your body should, and un- 
doubtedly will, give full consideration 
to the facts and the statements con- 
tained herein.

Made House of Refuge 

Days when the church was a refuge 
in time of danger from the foes of the 
flesh, rather theo a spiritual sanctu- 
ary, are recalled by Dr. William Nor- 
man Guthrie in an article in the 
Churchman: 

“The invasion of the barbarians in 
Spain and France,” he writes, “broke 
the tradition for western Europe. The 
church was not, from the Eighth to 
the Twelfth century, a judgment hall 
of Christ, but rather a stronghold and 
a communal mart and assembly, and 
lastly a sanctuary for those who fled 
from what passed for feudal justice. 
The stern, dark Carolingian church 
still surviving at the core of Mont St. 
Mihiel was never meant for a pleas- 
ant, festive assembly place. If for wor- 
ship and mystic salvation, it was 
primarily for bodily safety. Its mas- 
sive walls, its stout barrel vault, be- 
speak the refuge in time of danger.”—

Father of Basket Ball
